“They were kneeling ciose together 
and the duke held one arm about his 
wife's shoulder. Sua@enly he lurched 
forward and then tumbled unconscious 
at my daughter's feet. He was a big 
man and she a slight girl, but she lift- 
ed him bodily on the bed and screamed 
for aid. He was ‘dead before anything 
could be done for him.

The Smith contingent, headed by a band, marched to 
the mansion, where another speech was made by the governor. The 
Brown supporters gathered at the corner of Peachtree and Marietta, where 
clippings in the interest of their favorite were being displayed by a stereop- 
ticon. The two crowds ‘were constantly pouring through each other, 
and there was no end of lung-splitting in the endeavor to cheer louder 
than anybody else. The result was naturally that a fog horn of proper 
capacity would have had about the same effect on the public ear. 

It was a wild night, so far as cheering and waving of handkerchiefs 
were concerned, but for real fatalities there was nothing doing.

END OF THE YAQUI WAR. 


if the plans of the Mexican government to bring an end to the century- 
old struggle with the Yaqui Indians and to peacefully assimilate them as cit- 
izens, culminate in success, Mexico will have taken the most forward step 
that can be accredited to that country in the last decade. . 

Under the direction of President Diaz, the situation appears to have 
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will witness a peace compact which promises to end for all time one of the 
bloodiest and fiercest race struggles that has ever marted a nation’s history. 
The. United States has more than a passing interest in the termination 
of this warfare. Aside from the humanitarian view, there have been not a few 
American citizens involved in one way and another, and at times it has ap- 
peared the state department. would have to take a hand. Fortunately, how- 
ever, nothing of a sufficiently serious nature has happened to mar diplomatic 
relations. 

Savage in their nature, the warfare on the part of the Indians has been 
characterized by deeds of bloody horror in which defenseless men, women 
and children have been the victims. And the Mexican government, on its 
part, has been no less cruel, for the apparent hopelessness of peaceful solu- 
tion, led to a war of extermination in which the government troops slaugh-

the Indians, in which the troops had the upper hand. they left the field 
strewn with dead Yaquis, and did not burden themselves with prisoners. 

It is apparent that the Yaquis have come to realize the hopelessness of 
the struggle, and are ready to terminate it on any sort of terms that will 
guarantee them life, liberty and property. These the Mexican government 
stands ready to assure them, if they lay down their arms and turn their at- 
tention to pursuits of peace. 

If the Yaqui nation assents to the terms agreed upon by its leaders in 
recent conference with representatives of the government, June 15 will wit- 
ness the ratification of terms which will end the bloody struggle for all time.

NEW COTTON FIELDS SOUGHT 


European Spinners Urge the Exten- 
gion of Cotton Growing in 
the Colonies, Especially 
Egypt and in 

Africa, 


in 


June 2.—The reports to and the 

before the fifth International 
Congress of Spinners and Manufac- 
turers, which opened in this city .yes- 
terday, all indicate that Europe stands 
in great fear of American monopoly, 
and feels the urgent necessity of. free- 
ing this immense manufacturing indus- 
try from American domination of the 
price of raw material, especially when 
cotton is the subject of speculative 
movements. 

The official French report insists that 
foreign manufacturers have a-right to 
fair prices in order to avoid a derange- 
ment of the industry abroad. Moritz 
Schany, a German expert, expressed the 
opinion that, while there is a possibil- 
ity of a largely increased American 
production, labor. difficulties beyond 
the Atlantic make an increase in the 
supply of American raw material 
abroad unlikely, especially as the 
United States undoubtedly will great- 
Iv increase the consumption of its own 
cotton.

Paris, 


Against Americans, 


Herr Schany joins with his colleagues 
in the cry against the Americans on 
the ground that they are not disposed 
to deliver their cotton at fair prices. To 
remedy this condition the European 
delegates advocated, first, some method 
to put a stop to improper speculation, 
and, second, the fostering and the ex- 
tension of the production of cotton in 
the colonies of Europe, especially in 
Africa and Egypt. 

It is claimed that in ten years’ time 


‘these countries will be able to produce 


10,000,000 bales of cotton.a year, 

The American delegates, contrary, 
contend that the southern states are 
the natural field of cotton production, 
and say they will be capable ultimately 
of an output amounting to a hundred 
million bales a year. D. A. Tompkins, 
of Charlotte, ‘N. C., submitted a report 
in which he argued that the existence 
of a large new cotton area was prob- 
lematic, and it was therefore the guty 
of the European manufacturers, in- 
stead of pursuing illusory dreams, to 
turn their attention to aiding emigra- 
tion to the southern states, where, 
with adequate labor, sufficient cotton 
can be grown to supply the entire 


Way to Reduce Price. 


A. S. Perrill, of: Chicago, insisted 
thdi-the: only way to.reduce. the price 
of cotton was to increase its produc- 
tion. The European. manufacturers 
who had so greatly lessened the cost 
of manufacture, he said, could best 
contribute to this end by cooperating 
with the American planters in finding 
methods to lessen the cost of produc- 
tion. 

At a secret session held this after- 
noon there came up for discussion a 
resolution in favor of organizing a 
systematic campaign of agitation to in- 
duce the governments of Europe to 
cooperate in the exploitation of colonial 
cotton production by furnishing seed 
and teaching the-eolonist how to plant 
and: cultivate. The American delegates, 
realizing that the probability of such 
action are distant, present 4 passive 
attitude. Mr. Perrill, however, argued 
that some of the European opposition 
would be-disarmed if greater care was 
exercised in the south in the picking 
and preparing of cotton, 

Short Time in the Mills. 


The. delegates then discussed at 
| length the question of working short 
time in mills during the crisis. 

The committee of the congress finally 
proposed a compromise resolution to 
the effect that the bese means of evad- 
ing disaster in the trade, whether in 
the direction of lack of raw material, 
or over-production in mills, were to be 
found in the establishment of an inter- 
national agreement relative to the re- 
striction of production.

vice grand master. of Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen. 
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When Engineer Crowley's locomotive 
reached a switch on-the Western and 
Atlantic railroad tracks In the western 
section of the city yesterday afternoon 
the rails were ‘not in line with the 
course he had been taking every day 
as he came into Atlanta. Glancing 
out of his cab window and not seeing 
a switchman he gave a whistle signal. 
There was no response and as his train 


was late the fireman opened the switch 
to let the train in. 


The absence of a switchman was due 
to the fact that the members of that 
Organization in Atlanta had gone on 
Strike because of a disagreement be- 
tween the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen and the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, a section of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Sys- 
tem, under the management of Pres- 
ident Thomas. 

For some months past trouble has 
been brewing between that railway and 
the trainmen, yard switchmen being 
members of that organization.

I do not mean to 
imply that there are not other directions, and 
too many, in which unreasonable prejudice 
and hostility is mantfested between the races, 
but I think that we gain mor® in the long 
run by emphasizing examples of cooperation, 
of friendly feeling, than we do by merely 
ho#ing up to the world the discouraging 
elements itn our southern life. 

We must not become discouraged by reason 
of struggle. Struggle means life. Show me a 
race without a problem before it, and I will 
show you a.weak and decaying race. 


Prohibition and the Negro. 


Georgia has led the way in the abolishing 
of the saloon. an institution which has done 
more to degrade and weaken the life of our 
peeple than any other in the country. Through 
the leadership of Rev. Proctor in the building 
of this institutional church you are now 
providing something that will take the place 
of the saloon. It is not enough in any com- 
munity to merely get ri@ of the barroom, but 
must go further; we must provide a 
titute for the barroom, and this church, 
with all of its contemplated departments, 
will in a large measure fill that need. 

Criticism is often made against our people 
to the effect that there is no connection Be- 
tween their Christfan profession and their 
every day Hfe. This institutiona! church, 
with its departments for cooking, table seryv- 
ing, laundering, with ite library, its bath, 
‘te facilities for training servants and what 
not, will bring about the needed connection 
between church life and everyday life, will 
teach our people more and more that it Is 
not enough to profess Christianity, but that 
it must be practiced. In the facilities which 
you are’ providing you are putting into prac- 
tice in church Hfe the very elements of 
education whjch we have been trying to put 
into practice at the Tuskegee institute. 

Whatever teaches the dignity of labor, t- 
ever teaches people to become more usé€ful, 
whatev er teaches them to cease spending their 
time in idleness, whether it is a school, a 
college or a church, adds that much to our 
civilization. We cannot separate in any com- 
munity in the south the happiness, the health 
and the prosperity of one race from the 
other. If in’ this institutional chureh there 
is provision for helping our people to keep 
their bodies clean and healthy it not only 
helps the negro race, but heips the white 
race. Smallpox, for example, cannot exist in 
any community in the south among our race 
without ite endangering the health and happi- 
ness of the white race. Contagious diseases 
draw no color line. If -econsumption prevails 
among any large element of the negroes a] 
the citv of Atlanta, the deadly germ will be 
conveyed from the body of the ignorant negro 
to the body of the most intelligent white per- 
son in the city. The gefms of coneumption 
draw no coler line. Whatever helps the negro 
to keep his body clean, healthy and useful 
adds, I repeat, to the protection of the whole 
community, and wherever an effort is put 
forth anywhere in the country such as Rev. 
Proctor is leadtng in here to give to our 
people better ideas of cleanliness, of useful- 
ness, of skill,
